Telescopic Vision 


By implanting a miniature 
telescope behind the iris of 
a patient suffering from age- 
related macular degeneration 
(AMD), doctors helped him 
overcome disease-related vision 
loss.

Frankfort Focus 

A Legislative Perspective on the Kentucky 
General Assembly 
State Rep. Mike Denham 



While there are dozens 
of issues considered during a 
legislative session, the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly’s top priority 
in even-numbered years is al¬ 
ways the same: Adopt a bud¬ 
get to run state government. 

Although planning began 
months ago, the first official 
stop for what is a multi-stage 
process came a little before 
Christmas, when the Consen¬ 
sus Forecasting Group gave 
its final revenue forecast and 
predicted growth of about 2.6 
percent annually for the next 
two fiscal years. Although 
this group of economists has 
to peer 30 months into the 
future, it is remarkable how 
close their predictions invari¬ 
ably prove to be. 

Now that we know the 
budget’s exact size, the next 
step is for Governor Beshear 
to give his proposal to the 
General Assembly in mid-Jan¬ 
uary, when he will lay out his 
priorities during the last two 
years of his administration. 

At that point, the House 
of Representatives and Senate 
will then work until mid-April 
to hammer out a compromise, 
and once that is signed into 
law, the budget will take ef¬ 
fect on July 1st. 

It is important to note that 
when legislators talk about 
the budget, they are mostly 
referring to the General Fund, 
which represents about one- 
third of every dollar used by 
our schools and government 
agencies but drives the rest. 
That remainder comes from 
the federal government and 
restricted sources, such as col¬ 
lege tuition, that must be spent 
by the school or agency col¬ 
lecting the revenue. 

A breakdown of the Gen¬ 
eral Fund shows that nearly 
90 cents of every state tax 
dollar goes to three main ar¬ 
eas: Education at 58 percent; 
Medicaid and other health and 
human services at 21 percent; 
and public safety at seven per¬ 
cent. 

According to the National 
Conference of State Legis¬ 
latures, Kentucky is in line 
with most states that are not 
expecting either significant 
surpluses or deficits during 
the current fiscal year. In¬ 
terestingly, of the four states 
that are expected to fall short, 
three surround us: Tennessee, 
Indiana and West Virginia. 

Most states, including 
Kentucky, have seen mod¬ 
est growth over the last few 
years, but we are still not 


close to where we were before 
the start of the recession. In 
fact, the National Association 
of State Budget Officers says 
that the combined budgets for 
the 50 states last fiscal year 
were nearly nine percent be¬ 
low what they were in 2008 
when adjusted for inflation. 

As the General Assembly 
readies to take on its budget 
duties, there are challenges 
and opportunities alike. The 
challenges include steep de¬ 
clines in coal severance funds 

- which are down 15 percent 
when compared to last year 

- and a potentially sizeable 
cut in tobacco settlement pay¬ 
ments over a dispute Ken¬ 
tucky and several other states 
are having regarding terms of 
the 1998 agreement with the 
major tobacco companies. 

Governor Beshear has 
also warned that all of the pro¬ 
jected growth in revenues will 
need to go to ongoing expens¬ 
es, although he has pledged to 
recommend more for elemen¬ 
tary and secondary education, 
a priority that I hope we can 
accomplish. 

On the positive side, it 
appears that businesses are 
earning more and consumers 
are spending more, based on 
trends in tax collections. 

Just last week, mean¬ 
while, the Kentucky Chamber 
of Commerce released a most¬ 
ly positive statewide report on 
economic conditions across 
the state. It found that while 
employment levels still slight¬ 
ly trail where we were before 
the recession, there are areas 
whose economies “appear to 
be growing briskly.” 

Understandably, the goal 
is to see how we can expand 
that trend. The more success¬ 
ful we are in doing that, the 
easier it will be to pass a bud¬ 
get that can meet our needs. 

As you may know, the 
legislative session begins 
early next week, on Jan. 7th. 
Because of that, it is more im¬ 
portant than ever that I hear 
your views. If you would like

The 100,000th Kentuck¬ 
ian enrolled in health insur¬ 
ance over the weekend thanks 
to kynect, the state’s health 
benefit exchange, continu¬ 
ing the surge of interest and 
applications for health insur¬ 
ance since Thanksgiving. If 
premiums are paid on time, 
coverage will begin for these 
enrolled Kentuckians on Jan. 
1 . 

As Kentucky’s health 
benefit website administra¬ 
tors predicted, thousands of 
Kentuckians are making final 
decisions on their family’s 
health care plans in time to 
ensure their coverage is ef¬ 
fective by New Year’s Day. 

Purchases of private 
health plans soared again, 
with more than 5,000 new 
enrollments since last week. 
Since Thanksgiving week, 
enrollments in private health 
insurance have swelled by 
121 percent. 

Surge preparations pay¬ 
ing off kynect’s technology 
team had anticipated a post- 
Thanksgiving increase in 
web traffic, applications and 
enrollments, and the team in¬ 
creased capacity in order to 
meet the demand. 

The kynect team re¬ 
viewed all technology sys¬ 
tems to make sure each 
element could handle a sig¬ 
nificant increase in web traf¬ 
fic, including account cre¬ 
ation, application, eligibility 
determination, shopping, and 
verification tasks. 

Beginning Dec. 2, the ky¬ 
nect website boasted a more 
than 80 percent increase in 


capacity due to adding more 
servers to the core infrastruc¬ 
ture, along with other solution 
refinements. 

The kynect call center 
added Sunday hours to pro¬ 
cess the additional crush of 
calls and applications, mak¬ 
ing the center a 7-day-a-week 
operation. 

kynect has been hailed 
as a national model since its 
launch Oct. 1 for its smooth 
operation and easy interface 
for users looking for afford¬ 
able health coverage. 

Since Thanksgiving 
week, the site has enrolled 
nearly 1,600 Kentuckians 
each day into new health cov¬ 
erage. 

Families and individu¬ 
als seeking affordable health 
insurance coverage should 
have enrolled by midnight 
Monday, Dec. 23, to ensure 
coverage began on the first 
available date of Jan. 1. All 
who filed an application by 
Dec. 23 will have an effec¬ 
tive coverage date of Jan. 1, 
even if they are still in the en¬ 
rollment process and haven’t 
selected a plan and/or made a 
payment. 

However, individuals 
may sign up for insurance 
anytime before March 31 to 
avoid penalties. 

The below statistics re¬ 
flect activity on kynect as of 
11:30 a.m. Saturday, Dec. 21: 

• 684,000 unique visitors 
viewing 21.6 million web 
pages. That’s an increase of 
nearly 62,000 new website 
visitors in just over a week. 

• 518,000 people con¬ 


ducted preliminary screen¬ 
ings to determine qualifica¬ 
tions for subsidies, discounts 
or programs like Medicaid 

- about 37,000 new screen¬ 
ings. 

• 100,096 Kentuckians 
are now enrolled in new health 
coverage, including Medicaid 
and private insurance - an 
18.5 percent increase over 
last week. 

• 74,054 have enrolled in 
Medicaid. 

• 26,042 have enrolled in 
a qualified health plan (QHP) 

- an additional 5,091 over last 
week. Since Thanksgiving 
week, QHP purchases have 
increased 121 percent. 

• Nearly 40 percent of 
the enrollees in Medicaid or 
qualified health plans are un¬ 
der 35 years old. 

• 36,700 have been found 
eligible for a subsidy to pur¬ 
chase a qualified health plan, 
but many have not yet chosen 
a plan. 

• 8,437 have enrolled in 
dental plans. 

• 1,232 small businesses 
have started applications for 
employee coverage; 500 of 
those businesses have com¬ 
pleted applications and are 
eligible to offer coverage to 
employees.

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Senate President Pro Tem Katie Stine 
announces Heroin Legislation 

Bill provides three-pronged approach 
to fighting heroin addiction and trafficking

Senate President Pro 
Tem Katie Stine stood before 
members of her district, local 
and state officials and media 
on Thursday, December 19 th , 
to announce a new piece of 
bipartisan legislation that 
will offer a three pronged 
approach to stop the scourge 
of heroin abuse that is ravag¬ 
ing Northern Kentucky and 
moving quickly across the 
commonwealth. 

The legislation, cur¬ 
rently BR 131, will offer 
education, treatment, and 
interdiction in the battle 
against heroin and heroin 
overdose. Sen. Stine has 
worked for the last two years 
to provide tools for all who 
are fighting this war against 
traffickers and opioid addic¬ 
tion in Kentucky. “We must 
lock-up the dealers and treat 
them like the violent offend¬ 
ers that they are, and provide 
treatment services for the 
addicts who have broken the 
law, but who have created 
a prison for themselves that 
is worse than anything that 
we could build,” said Sen. 
Stine. 

Because stiffer penalties 
do not solely stop the attack, 
the legislation provides re¬ 
sources to change the so¬ 
cial norms by tapping ev¬ 
ery available resource. Sen. 
Stine wants to work with re¬ 
gional Substance Abuse and 
Prevention boards, the Ken¬ 
tucky Office of Drug Abuse 
Policy, and others that have 
tools and knowledge critical 
to the fight. 

Specifically, Bill Request 
(BR 131) is a three-pronged 
approach, of which Treat¬ 
ment and recovery is a major 
piece. For addicts, there will 
be expanded Medicaid op¬ 
tions providing a broad array 
of medical and therapeutic 
services to help people kick 
this all-consuming addiction. 
One example of a success¬ 
ful model is Recovery Ken¬ 
tucky, which uses patients 
to run the daily operations 
of the treatment centers as 
part of the program, thereby 
decreasing the cost and em¬ 


powering the residents. 

Education is also an im¬ 
portant prong of the legisla¬ 
tion. Through personal testi¬ 
monies of community groups 
such as the NKY Heroin Im¬ 
pact Task Force, NKY Hates 
Heroin, and agencies such as 
the NKY Chamber, families 
can turn their tragic losses of 
loved ones into something 
positive by sharing their ex¬ 
perience with children and 
youth. We must teach that 
heroin changes the chem¬ 
istry of the brain, enslaving 
them to the drug. It changes 
the user’s life forever, and, 
in many cases, ends it. 

Finally, interdiction will 
be tougher on the dealer. No 
longer will those who traffic 
in high quantities be unac¬ 
countable for the deaths of 
their customers who over¬ 
dose. They will be subject to 
homicide charges. Also, the 
perpetrators who are traffick¬ 
ing will have to serve at least 
50% of their sentence before 
parole will be considered. 

However, those selling 
heroin to support their own 
habit will have opportunities 
for diversion into treatment 
programs to get them off the 
drug. There are not enough 
prisons in the nation to sim¬ 
ply lock away addicts. There 
must be a universal approach 
to make a real impact on this 
scourge. 

For law enforcement 
personnel, the bill provides 
measures to increase their 
safety. If a user is under ar¬ 
rest and admits there are 
needles on their person, they 


will not be charged for pos¬ 
session of paraphernalia. 
This keeps first responders 
as well as officers safe from 
inadvertently sticking them¬ 
selves on a needle and pos¬ 
sibly contracting infections 
such as HIV and Hepatitis 
C. They will however, be 
charged for any other crimi¬ 
nal acts. Also, Naloxone will 
be allowed to be administered 
by law enforcement and first 
responders, as well as loved 
ones of addicts. Naloxone is 
a drug that can prevent death 
during overdose. 

To stem the tide of over¬ 
dose deaths, there is a pro¬ 
vision for good Samaritans 
to call for medical help if 
someone is overdosing on 
the drug. They will not face 
prosecution, and therefore 
will not be afraid to call 911 
and get the immediate help 
the user needs in the life and 
death situation. 

Overdoses of heroin are 
now a daily occurrence in 
Northern Kentucky. Heroin 
related crimes have over¬ 
whelmed our court systems, 
jails, law enforcement and 
social service networks. It 
has dealt a blow to economic 
development, making it dif¬ 
ficult to find employees who 
can pass a drug test. 

“Please pray to end this 
scourge and call your legis¬ 
lator to rise to the challenge 
and lend support to this leg¬ 
islation. Working together 
we can make a difference 
and save lives,” Sen. Stine 
said. 


Judge Wood 
participates in 2013 
Circuit Judges Fall 

College in Lexington 

Circuit Court Judge 
Stockton B. Wood, who rep¬ 
resents Bracken, Fleming and 
Mason counties, participated 
in the 2013 Circuit Judges 
Fall College that took place 
Nov. 18-20 in Lexington. The 
Administrative Office of the 
Courts provided the judicial 
education program for the 
state’s circuit judges. 

The judges received up¬ 
dates on case law and legisla¬ 
tion and attended sessions on 
court technology, bail, e-dis- 
covery, and court interpreting 
for individuals who are deaf 
or non-English-speaking. The 
judges also heard from Chief 
Justice of Kentucky John D. 
Minton Jr. about trends in the 
state court system. 

“While justice remains as 
the core of what we do, cer¬ 
tain aspects of being a judge 
have changed since many of 
us took office,” said Jefferson 
Family Court Judge Stephen 
M. George, who was elected 
president of the Kentucky Cir¬ 
cuit Judges Association at the 
college. “Today, the makeup 
of our citizenry is different, 
technology is part of every¬ 
day life and we’re operating 
under a budget crisis. These 
factors affect the way judges 
carry out our duties, and it’s 
important that we use the re¬ 
sources that are available to 
us to help us better serve the 
public.” 

Circuit judges also had the 
opportunity to attend courses 
about problem-solving courts 
such as Veterans Treatment 
Courts and Drug Court, sub¬ 
stance abuse issues, search 
and seizure, tax delinquency, 


and bankruptcy’s effect on 
state court rulings. Another 
session focused on a judge’s 
responsibilities in appointing 
counsel for defendants and in 
considering waivers of coun¬ 
sel from defendants who want 
to represent themselves. 

Circuit Court is the court 
of general jurisdiction that 
hears civil matters involving 
more than $5,000, capital of¬ 
fenses and felonies, divorces, 
adoptions, termination of pa¬ 
rental rights, land dispute title 
cases and contested probate 
cases. 

The college also offered 
sessions specifically for Fam¬ 
ily Court judges about child 
traumatic stress and recent 
federal legislation on child 
abuse and neglect and chil¬ 
dren in foster care. Family 
Court is a division of Circuit 
Court. In counties that have a 
Family Court, the court has 
primary jurisdiction in cases 
involving family issues, in¬ 
cluding divorces, adoption, 
child support, domestic vio¬ 
lence and juvenile status of¬ 
fenses. 

The college included 
18.75 hours of continuing ed¬ 
ucation credit for the circuit 
judges.

Judge McCartney 
participates in 2013 
District Judges Fall 
College in Lexington 

District Court Judge 
Frank H. McCartney, who 
represents Bracken, Flem¬ 
ing and Mason counties, par¬ 
ticipated in the 2013 District 
Judges Fall College that took 
place Nov. 4-6 in Lexington. 
The Administrative Office of 
the Courts provided the ju¬ 
dicial education program for 
the state’s district judges. 

The District Court judges 
attended courses about Veter¬ 
ans Treatment Courts, juve¬ 
nile justice, human traffick¬ 
ing, cybercrime, substance 
abuse, court technology, and 
court interpreting for indi¬ 
viduals who are deaf or non- 
English-speaking. 

The judges also heard 
from Chief Justice of Ken¬ 
tucky John D. Minton Jr. 
about trends in the state court 
system. 

“Much about how the 
courts operate is different 
from when I took the bench 
15 years ago,” said District 
Court Judge Donald E. Arm¬ 
strong Jr., who was elected 
president of the Kentucky 
District Judges Association 
at the college. “Changing de¬ 
mographics, the budget crisis 
and new technology are af¬ 
fecting how judges carry out 
our work. It’s important for 
us to adapt to better serve the 
public and the legal commu¬ 
nity.” 

The college also covered 
emergency protective orders 
and domestic violence orders, 
the bail schedule under House 
Bill 463 and new legislation 
and case law. 

District Court judges 
handle juvenile matters, city 
and county ordinances, mis¬ 
demeanors, violations, traffic 
offenses, probate of wills, ar¬ 
raignments, felony probable 
cause hearings, small claims 
involving $2,500 or less, 
civil cases involving $5,000 
or less, voluntary and invol¬ 
untary mental commitments 
and cases relating to domestic 
violence and abuse. In Fiscal 
Year 2012, 752,821 District 
Court cases were filed state¬ 
wide.

Year in Review - Record 
deer harvest among 
Kentucky Fish & Wildlife 
highlights for 2013 

Earlier this year, Out¬ 
door Life magazine picked 
Kentucky as the nation’s top 
spot for trophy white-tailed 
deer. 

The state produced 42 re¬ 
ported entries into the Boone 
and Crockett Club record 
book in 2012. 

“We’ve got more hunt¬ 
ing opportunities now than 
we’ve ever had,” said Karen 
Waldrop, wildlife director for 
the Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources. 
“And we’re nationally recog¬ 
nized as a deer destination.” 

While it won’t be known 
until later if hunters in Ken¬ 
tucky have topped that tro¬ 
phy mark this year, they have 
certainly enjoyed another re¬ 
cord deer harvest. 

Kentucky Fish and Wild¬ 
life’s website (fw.ky.gov) 
reported 139,228 deer tele- 
checked as of Dec. 26, up 
almost 6 percent from last 
year’s overall harvest record. 
That total could climb some 
more. 

An unprecedented deer 
season stands as one of the 
department’s highlights in 
2013. 

The ongoing efforts by 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife 
to restore the state’s bob- 
white quail population and 
the expansion of Big Rivers 
Wildlife Management Area 
(WMA) and State Forest in 
western Kentucky as well 
as new regulations permit¬ 
ting night coyote hunting are 
all accomplishments of the 
wildlife division. 

In addition, wildlife bi¬ 
ologists continued their work 
with University of Kentucky 
graduate students on separate 
research projects focused on 
the state’s restored elk herd. 

“We want to sustain the 
herd to where we have a 
huntable population, allow 
the maximum opportunity 
for hunters and still have a 
healthy herd that behaves and 
acts like an elk herd should,” 
said Gabe Jenkins, wildlife 
biologist for Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife. 

Fieldwork for a four- 
year research project fo¬ 
cused on assessing lifespan, 
identifying causes of death 
and tracking movement just 
wrapped up. The study also 
identified elk habitat use and 
food sources. 

A cow elk study, started 
last winter when 40 adult cow 
elk received radio collars and 
ear tags, is looking not only 
at the lifespan of cows but 
also at the social structure of 
the herd, reproductive suc¬ 
cess and mortality factors. 

“As an agency, we’re go¬ 
ing to continue to try to keep 
this up for a while,” Jenkins 
said. “So even when the stu¬ 
dents are finished with their 
work, we have some things 
that we want to look at and 
address. We’re going to con¬ 
tinue to deploy collars and try 
to keep up with that sample 
size for a while at least.” 

This past year also saw 
opportunities for bear hunt¬ 
ing expand in Kentucky. 

The bear zone now en¬ 
compasses a 16-county 
region, a separate archery/ 
crossbow season was estab¬ 
lished and the first bear quota 
hunt with dogs was initiated. 
Hunters met their quota of 
10 bears during the inaugu¬ 
ral archery/crossbow season, 
with the largest a 3 75-pound 
male taken with a crossbow 
in Wayne County. 

Fisheries Division Di¬ 
rector Ron Brooks noted the 
continued efforts to blunt the 
advancement of Asian carp 
as one of the division’s key 
areas of focus in 2013. 

Commercial anglers net¬ 
ted almost 83,000 pounds of 
Asian carp over a two-day 
tournament held in March 
on Kentucky and Barkley 
lakes. Bighead and silver 
carp reproduce quickly and 
gorge on plankton that forms 
the base of the aquatic food 
chain. 

The department also 
worked to stem the Asian 
carp’s migration up the Ohio 
River. 
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“We contracted fisher¬ 
men to fish in the Greenup 
and Meldahl pools primari¬ 
ly,” Brooks said. “We learned 
a lot about the numbers of 
Asian carp in those pools and 
what we need to do moving 
forward on that leading edge 
project.” 

Trophy catfish in the 
Ohio River attracted atten¬ 
tion this year. 

Kentucky Fish and Wild¬ 
life engaged in a project with 
agencies from Indiana and 
Illinois and two out-of-state 
universities to determine the 
population status of blue, 
flathead and channel catfish 
in the Ohio River and wheth¬ 
er trophy-sized catfish were 
being overharvested. 

“The trophy fishermen, 
the folks that like to go to 
the tournaments have all 
been saying for several years 
that the number of big fish is 
going down,” Brooks said. 
“The pay lake industry, coin¬ 
cidentally, has been going up 
in terms of interest for hav¬ 
ing commercial fishermen 
bring them trophy-sized fish. 
They’ve got a trophy compo¬ 
nent at pay lakes now. 

“We got a bit concerned 
that the data we had prior to 
last year was maybe insuffi¬ 
cient to look at size. So we 
put together a project and it 
showed us that there were 
some potential issues in the 
upper portion of the river.” 

Earlier this month, the 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife 
Commission voted in favor 
of new restrictions to limit 
the number of trophy catfish 
that can be taken daily by 
commercial fisherman and 
sportfish anglers. 

Legislative approval is 
needed before the restric¬ 
tions become law. If passed, 
anglers fishing on a sport 
fishing license would be al¬ 
lowed to keep one blue and 
flathead catfish more than 35 
inches long and one channel 
catfish more than 28 inches 
long on the Ohio River with 
no daily creel limit on fish 
under those limits. 

The past year brought 
some good news about Lake 
Cumberland. 
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The Army Corps of En¬ 
gineers dropped the water 
level in the lake in 2007 to 
ease pressure on Wolf Creek 
Dam because it was at risk 
of failing. With repairs to the 
dam nearing completion, the 
Corps raised the lake to 705 
feet above sea level this past 
spring and could return it to 
its normal 723 feet above sea 
level next year. 

“The water level has in¬ 
creased to about half of what 
we lost in 2007. They did that 
earlier than was planned,” 
Brooks said. “That helped 
the striped bass fishery and 
probably helped the trout 
fishery below in the tailwater 
as well.” 

The Fishing In Neigh¬ 
borhoods (FINs) program 


expanded this year and now 
includes 39 lakes, he noted. 
Also of note was the expan¬ 
sion and renovation of the 
Pfeiffer Fish Hatchery, one 
of two hatcheries owned and 
operated by Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife. 

“We added eight more 
acres of ponds and a pret¬ 
ty large, intensive rearing 
building as well,” Brooks 
said. “That will help us. Our 
goal is to increase produc¬ 
tion out of that hatchery by 
20 percent.” 

These important 2013 
accomplishments will bring 
better hunting and fishing in 
the future. They also will im¬ 
prove overall fish and wild¬ 
life populations for the en¬ 
joyment of all Kentuckians.

DOW accepting proposals through Feb. 3

Federal matching grants 
are available for projects 
that help clean up polluted 
streams, rivers, lakes, and 
groundwater and for projects 
that protect water resources. 
The grants are for watershed 
restoration projects and for 
watershed plan development 
as well as for other projects 
that reduce and prevent run¬ 
off pollution. 

Runoff pollution, also 
known as nonpoint source 
pollution (NPS), is the No. 1 
contributor to water pollution 
in Kentucky, accounting for 
nearly two-thirds of the im¬ 
pairments of rivers, streams 
and lakes in the state. Run¬ 
off pollution occurs when 
water runs across the land 
and carries sediment, nutri¬ 
ents, pesticides, metals, and 
animal and human waste into 
streams, rivers, and ground- 
water. 

The Kentucky Division 
of Water (DOW) adminis¬ 
ters the federal NPS grants, 
which are funded through 
Section 319(h) of the Clean 
Water Act. The funds are 
provided by the U.S. Envi¬ 
ronmental Protection Agen¬ 
cy and can be used to pay for 
up to 60 percent of the total 
cost for each project; a 40 
percent nonfederal match is 
required. 

The DOW gives priority 
to projects involving water¬ 
shed plan development and 
implementation in impaired 
waters, as well as the pro¬ 
tection of Special Use Wa¬ 
ters (e.g., cold water aquatic 
habitat, exceptional waters, 
state wild rivers and federal 
wild and scenic rivers) with 
identified threats. 

To be considered for this 
competitive 2014 funding, a 
project proposal form must 
be submitted by the Feb. 3, 
2014, deadline. The DOW 
NPS staff will review the 


project proposals and rank 
them according to eligibility 
and priority criteria to deter¬ 
mine if they warrant further 
consideration and formal 
applications. Grant applica¬ 
tions will only be accepted 
by invited entities identified 
through the proposal pro¬ 
cess. 

The project proposal 
form, along with supporting 
documents, can be found at 
http://water.ky.gov/Fund- 
ing/Pages/NonpointSource. 
aspx. Proposals may also 
be submitted throughout the 
year for NPS program staff 
review and consideration for 
a future grant cycle.
